AND RELIABILITY 


Tho reliability theory be- 
longs to (ho general system 
theory, next .to cybernetics. In- 
formation theory , automat] on 
theory, eto, and has in view the 
development of prediction met- 
hods for tho systems' evolution 
and ensuring their functionality 
without failure*.

In the field of electronic 
materials, parte and system*. 
Electronic? must dlrootly Act 
with a view to create (he ma- 
terials necessary lo its finished 
products, a* tbo physical cha- 
racteristics of those materials 
can bo obtained only through 
tho electronic control of teobno- 
logloai processes. Important 
achievements In (ho field of 
crystals with plczo-olcolrlo pro- 
perties used tor olcotroulc oscl- 
IntOTS and nitres were present- 
ed. Also men Honed wero uewa 
lu technological processes creat- 
ing ecrainlo materials. fcrrllm 
and boron glass.

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Of the 12 horses Belccied for 
the national equestrian team 
last year four were English 
thoroughbreds and eight Jcgdlls 
sports horses.

They are strong, almost 
massive horses, averaging l.ti5 
m in height, supple and gentle.

1.30 m and even higher Jumps). 

Tho story of the Jcgfilla stud 
could be traced nearly one hun- 
dred years back, when the Ro- 
manian army leased a few tho-

It also boasts a va- 
luable nucleus of reproducers, 
most of them being its own' pro- 
ducts.
